Toronto, was considered one of our 
wealthiest citizens, as he owns several 
streets of houses in the west end of the 
city. Various plausiblo reasons were 
given for tho assignment, as stated at 
the time ; one was that he could not 
agree with one of his partners, and 
was anxious to retire altogether. The 
troubles of ; Mr. Foster have now as- 
sumed a new phase,' as he was placed 
on his trial in the Court of Assize to- 
day for obtaining money from Mr. E. 
A. Reinhardt, a new partner whom he 
induced to enter as alleged on false 
pretences as' to. the standing of the 
iirm only a week or two before it ac- 
tually failed. Mr. Doutre, Q.C., said 
in opening that the charge was brought 
about by Mr. Foster, of the firm of 
Foster it Co., obtaining the sum of 
§•1,000 from Mr.' Rembarft by repre- 
senting the firm of A./M.' Foster to bo 
in good condition, and inducing Mr. 
Reinhardt to place the sum into the 
firm, the said firm being really insolvent 
at the time, and causing Mr. Reinhardt 
to lose the whole of the $4,000. The 
case broke down before the magistrate. 

Toronto,, .-.'-March 1 21. ^Despatches 
from various 'parts of ;the province 
show the snowstorm of Sunday and yes- 
terday to UiU been the heaviest of 
the season'. Many railways are block- 
ed or badly delayed. 

Winnipeg, March 17;— A man named 
D. K. Murchisou left his boarding-houso 
on Monday evening after tea and lias not 
since beon heard of. He had a large sum 
of money, on him, and the polico and his 
friends fear foul play. An impression 
prevails that ho was waylaid, murdered, 
and robbod' • by - a gang who infest the 
neighborhood of the Canada Pacific depot. 

A man identified by Donald McLood, 
of Selkirk, as John Dunbar, who worked 
for him, was found frozen a mile south of 
Selkirk, on the bank of lied river. It is 
bolioved he was under tho influence of 
liquor during tho lato cold spell and 
frozen, although others bnlievo it was a 
case of robbory and inurdor. He was a 
carpenter, and had friends in Toronto. 

Galt, March 10. — On Sunday, the 4th 
inst. immediately, following her confine- 
ment, the wife of John Getty, of this 
town, breathed her last. The poor wo-r 
man was scarcely dead before wild rumors 
as to tho ■ treatment she had received at 
the hands of her husband were set afloat 
around town. However, the authorities 
seemed to take no notice of it, and on 
Saturday evening last a gang of masked 
men repaired to the house of Getty's 
brother, where' he was staying. They 
took him out, poured a pail of tar all over 
him, and then carried him on a rail to 
Main street, about a milo from where 
thoy started. Then ho was taken from 
the mob by Chief of Polico McFeiggan, 
and p.ut in tho lock-up for safo keeping, 
where he had the tar washod off, and was 
released. Matters stood like this until 
Tuesday, when Chief McFeiggan went to 
Berlin with a statement made by tho de 1 - 
ceased wife's aistor, who was present be- 
fore, and at tho time of her death, and 
also a statement mado by her mother, 
These wore submitted to the Crown At- 
torney who advised Getty's arrest; con- 
sequently Chief McFeiggan swore out a 
warrant, charging Getty with tho murder 
of his wife, nnd telegraphed to Constable 
Wait to arrest Getty, winch ho did.

THE EVOLUTION THEORY.- 

Professor Swing, of Chicago, has writ- 
ten an article on llie above topic in which 
he nhowa very conclusively that evolution 
is far from being "a proven unci closed- 
np theory of animal and vegetable life." 
Lamarclt' taught in jl794 substantially 
what evolutionists are inculcating in 188;i. 
The 'idea has been before the world for a 
century, and- cannot plead youth ns an 
offset to iU frailties. Darwin's new edi- 
tion of it: is not satisfactory, mainly be- 
cause it 'lacks the essential element of 
proof. Many of the be3t modern scien- 
tists with" leanings toward the theory 
confess this. The elophant and the rein- 
deer are just what they wero thousands of 
years ago. All the advanced results wit- 
nessed among human beings have come 
from the school house, But no animal 
inferior to man has ever contemplated a 
possible school house. If man is the re- 
sult of a gradual emancipation why uro 
there not intermediate men who can climb 
a troe with tho foot of an ape, and yei 
talk a little with human brain and touguo'l 
Why aro there not creatures which, hav- 
ing "tails and ability to move their ears, 
can Btill learn to write and build a wig- 
wam t Tho oyster still lives, tho apo still 
lives, man still lives, but where aro the 
intermediates 1 ! The common angle-worm 
is exactly that form of life which Clifford 
and others elaborate,, into the whole wax- 
inal kingdom. But the earthworm in our 
soil has made no' advance in tho historic 
eras. The sparrow lias been its enemy 
for thousands of years, but struggle of ex- 
istence has' not helped it to oithor arms 
or legs, and in spite of the hopes held out 
to it by the evolution theory, it is still the 
victim' of the "oarly bird." Why ia there 
no visible evidence of tho alleged process 
of elaboration, in course of which tho 
worm can he seen progressing upward 
against the -robin and sparrow f I In tho 
absence' 'of demonstrating facts, nu thoo- 
logy of the dark ages asks so much of hu- 
man credulity as tho development theory. 
Up to this -.date nothing has been learned 
from' nature that conflicts with the idea 
that God created all the gmira of animals 
and plants, »nd left open a wide field for 
the production of variations. Ho designed 
that a hundred roses should ba evolved 
from one, and that pigeons of many colors 
should at last fluttoraround the roofs. Tho 
changes many are gathering up as proofs of 
a Creator's j absence are, in reality, evi- 
dences -V)? 1 -His presence. His footprints 
are seen in that marvellous beauty called 
variety. The labors of Darwin, Huxley 
and Clifford have unveiled more of tho 
flexibility of nature, but have not sot 
aside the theory that Ood made man by a 
special creation, and placed him in the 
outBet far above the brutal world. 
m ... ; a «*. 

LONDON MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

With reference to Sir C. Dilko's 
bill on the subject, the Times sriys that 
tho Government is "bent on fishing 
closely in tbo waters of municipal re- 
form," a ucl ' thai', (hough "its great 
catch is to be tin; ancient corporation 
of tho city oh London," a not of ap- 
propriate mesh is also set for the cap- 
ture, of. the small fry which managed 
to escape in the great haul of 1S35." 
Sir Charles made this subject his o^n 
so long ago as 1875. In that year he 
amused and astonished the Rouse by 
giving some piquant details touching 
the unreformed corporations of Queens- 
borough. New Roinney and Wood- 
stock. Q In the following year he again 
gave much entertainment to tho House 
and country by pursuing the subject, 
and Bhowing that the specimens for- 
merly chosen were not of the worst 
class. "Jt is," says the Times, "almost 
an insult to tho venerable city of Lon- 
don to mention these corrupt ami ig- 
norant bodies in the same breath with 
itself; Tliey resemble the city in two 
points only, in their antiquity and in 
the fact that they have hitherto escap- 
ed reform. In all other points the con- 
trast is complete.. The city lias be- 
come the nucleus and centre of the 
greatest unci most wealthy aggregate 
of population the world lias ever ;oen. 
Its municipal development has been 
arrested, it ia true, but the fact re- 
mains that for many centuries the his- 
tory of the city was what it, is once 
more likely to become the history of 
Loudon at large." 

I THE KOOTENA Y BILL. 

Mr. Bfinthe's amendment, moved in 
committee of the whole yesterday, ought 
to have been accepted by the promoters 
of the Kootenay Bill. It is one of sev- 
eral safeguards which the house should 
insist upon incorporating with the meas- 
ure, even at tho risk of the failure of the 
bill. To lock up the presumably rich 
mineral lands adjacent to Kootenay Lake 
for an indefinite period, and thus prevont 
individual miners from taking up claims, 
would lie a dangerous and wicked ,stop. 
No friend of tho bill should oppose the 
amendment. Every man who has a 
spark of regard for tho prosperity of tho 
country should hold up both hands in its 
support. While the interests of capital- 
ists aro secured tho interests of tho 
country must bo considered. Twelve 
months is tho very longest period for 
which theso lands should bo reserved for 
tho company. At the end of that, time 
they should be oithor selected or thrown 
open. Wo would advise the promoters of 
the bill to concede this and all other 
reasonable, points. There is a strong 
popular feeling" hostile to their bill, and 
if it becomes law it will bo in a greutly 
modified form. Again we say, let evory 
possible safeguard bo introduced and 
passed in tho public intorest.jj

OUR ENGLISH LETTER. 

(jtlOUUI.AK CORRESPONDENCE OV I'll K COL- 
ONIST.] 

London, 7th March, ISS'l. 
The conviction of Footo and others 
for a series of blasphemous libolsi pub- 
lished in the Freethinker, has caused a 
flutter in the secularist courts, of which 
Mr. Bradlaugh is tho high priest. 
Foote used to contribute to the Na- 
tional Reformer, the paper edited and 
published by Mr. Bradlaugh and Mrs. 
Besant, and was a secularist lecturer. 
It is more than probable that prosecu- 
tions will be commenced against the 
editors of the National Reformer. 
Some zealous defenders of the faith 
havo notified the Times that they pro- 
pose to got up cases against Professor 
Huxley, Dr. Tyndall, Herbert Spencer, 
Swinburne, the author of "Supernatu- 
ral Religion," the publishers of Mill's 
works, the publishers of Strauss' 
works, Leslie Stephen, John Morley 
the editor of the Jewish World, Dr' 
Martinoau, and others who, by their 
writings, have sown widespread unbe- 
lief, and, in some cases, rank atheism, 
in cultivated families. The zealots 
who propose these measures are Dr. 
S. Wainwright, president, and Alex-, 
ander Scott, secretary of the Society 
for the Suppression of Blasphemous 
Literature. 

THE RADICAL PROGRAMME. 

Mr. Labouchere, the colleague of 
Mr. Bradlaugh in the representation of 
Northampton, has written an article in 
the .Fortnightly Review which has 
caused some excitement in political 
circles. He has defined the political 
creed of himself and the few who 
think with him in the House. He 
makes a candid statement of what is 
seriously and soberly contemplated by 
the political party in this country, one 
of whose recognized leaders, Mr.' Cham- 
berlain, is a member of the present ad- 
ministration. Mr. Labouchere is in- 
clined to spare the monarchy. He 
thinks it has its advantages ; but it 
costs a great deal too much ; and tho 
sovereign must accommodate himself to 
the "spirit of the age" if he is to ic- 
tain his crown. The aristocracy will 
be cut down by giving all thj rights 
and privileges of ownership to the oc 
en pier ; and by passing a law to the ef- 
fect that no man shall own moro than 
certain number of acres unless he 
farms them. An income tax of 50 
per cent, will be levied on the rich. 
Tho land and private income being 
thus disposed of, the sovereign being 
allowed a genteel salary, and the aris- 
tocracy cut down to tho rank of yeo- 
men, it is next the turn of the Estab- 
lished Church. Disestablishment and 
disendowment, absolute anil immediate, 
are Mr. Labouchere's prescription. 
Three millions a year would thus re- 
vert to the nation, and will be devoted 
to national education. The means to 
these ends are the enfranchisement of 
the agricultural laborers, electoral dis- 
tricts, triennial parliaments, paid mem- 
bers, and the abolition of the house of 
lords. The radical party can only do 
this, says Mr. Labouchere, by "break- 
ing entirely .with the Whigs." 

A ROMANCE IN REAL LIFE. 
The story told of the discovery of a 
missing heiress is quite as romantic as 
a sensational novel, and tho plot is 
as full of incidents as {a melodrama, 
'lliere is the ancestral home of an Eng- 
lish baronet of vast estates and high 
lineage, situated in the fertile mid- 
lands — the "heart of England", as they 
have been called. Of course tho weal- 
thy son of the baronet is a scapegrace, 
while the younger son concentrates in 
in his own person the virtues which 
should have been shared in due propor- 
tion with his senior brother. In the 
Joinestic establishment of tho baronet 
there is it cook, a young person it ap- 
pears, of "considerable attractions." 
With this person, this damsel of culin- 
ary accomplishments, the heir to the 
property commences a flirtation which 
culminates in an act of guilt, and the 
heir generously desires to marry the 
girl he has wronged. Then the wealthy 
baronet assumes his true character as 
the "relentless parent", threatening to 
put his son off with the traditional 
shilling if he ventures on matrimony 
with one of Ins own domestics. The 
heir was a prudent young man; so lie 
married the cook in secret, and retain 
ed the hold on his father's affections — 
and estate. A female child was born, 
who was taken over to Ireland and de- 
posited by the mother on the doorstep 
of a house at Kingstown, near Dublin. 
A fifty -pound note, with complete out- 
fits of baby-linen, and a Now Testa- 
ment, were wrapped up with the des- 
erted infant; and the mother, having 
first taken caro to ascertain that tl.a 
inhabitants of the t house belonging to 
the doorstep in question were pious 
and kind-hearted folks, sought safety 
in flight, after performing this most 
unmaternal act of heartlessness. It, 
seems extraordinary that the .parents 
could have rested content for twenty 
long years— down to tlmdajp .of their 
deaths, in fact— without bearing any 
tidings whatever of their lost child. 
I t is said that they .suffered from re 
morse of "visitings of conscience"; and 
that had, their lives been spared, they 
contemplated instituting a search in 
Ireland for the daughter which they 
had abandoned. During all these 
twenty years the clandestine marriage 
was kept concealed, until, in 1877, the 
aged and still wealthy baronet died. 
The heir took the title and in the very 
same year both he and his wife— the 
ex-cook —expired suddenly, and mys- 
teriously, and within an hour of each 
other, in the sumptuous palace which 
they had bought for themselves in 
Rome. As they were supposed to he 
without children, the title and estates 
would in the natural course of events, 
have passed on to the baronet's brother, 
a gallant colonel in the army, as the 
next of kin. The colons! had reason 
to believe that the deceased barpnet 
had once had a daughter, and he net 
himself to work with a will to disc-over 
alljthe facts connected with the disap r 



pearance of his niece. Death certifi- 
cates of girls who had been left, on 
doorsteps in early infancy seem to 
have been produced in shoals; and legal 
advisers informed the gallant officer 
that anyone might be considered suffi- 
cient to "quiet" him in the enjoyment 
of his estate should he see tit to act up- 
on the evidence contained in them. 
But the brother's high sense of honour 
was not satisfied. He determined to 
be content with nothing short of con- 
clusive proof concerning the death of 
the child; and at length his researches 
proved completely successful — only the 
girl was alive, not dead. She had been 
taken from the doorstep. twonty years 
before, with the fifty-pound note and 
the New Testament, and the baby-lin- 
en, and had subsequently been "placed 
out" at a union workhouse, and had 
developed in due course into a domes- 
tic servant. It was in this character 
that the long lost heiress turned lip at 
length. The pauper baby had become 
a handmaid in a family near Dublin, 
and must havo been considerably sur- 
prised when she was informed that a 
competency of some thirteen or four- 
teen thousand a year awaited her dis- 
posal. In gratitude to the gallant col- 
onel who had discovered her in her 
Cinderella disguise, she oflered him 
half of her fortune; but with tho same 
high chivalry which had characterized 
his conduct throughout the offer was 
declined. ■ 

THE STANGER DISAPPEARANCE. 
Some time since a German baker 
named, Stunger, who'had a .prosperous 
business in London, disappeared. He 
returned home one night about sixteen 
months ago, and was seen to enter his 
house, but from that hour 10 the pres- 
ent moment not a trace of him has 
been discovered. The suspicions en- 
tertained as to his fate became very 
strong when it was found that the rep- 
resentations of his having returned to 
his native place' in Germany, whence 
he was alleged to have written several 
letters, were without the slightest 
foundation. So far as' has yet been' 
discovered, fie took his departure, if 
he went away at all, without even a 
chango of clothes. As to his banking 
account, he appears not to have drawn 
upon.it in any way, though he had a 
handsome balance to his credit. A 
disappearance under such singular 
circumstances as these paint very clear- 
ly to the conclusion that the man is 
no longer living. Franz Felix Stimuli, 
a compatriot, of the missing baker, was 
sentenced a few months since to ten 
years' penal servitude for forgery in 
connection with Ihis strange case. On 
tho llh inst Elizabeth Stanger, the will- 
ow of tbo man whose fate is so inex- 
plicable, and paramour of Stumm, was 
found- guilty of perjury committed 
when giving evidence tending to exon- 
erate the convict Stumm. The police 
have a very good notion that the miss- 
ing man wns- murdered, and is is sug- 
gested that he was put into his oven 
when tho furnace was heated for bak- 
ing. 

THE INCREASE IN THE POPULATION IN 
LONDON, 

and tho tendency towards centraliza- 
tion are problems . which will before 
long present themselves forcibly to the 
minds of our politicians. The poverty 
to be met with in tho streets becomes 
more glaring and terriblo every year. 
The streets of London will soon lie as 
full of beggars as those of Constantino- 
ple or Stamboul, A direct and natural 
outcome of the extreme poverty is the 
juvonile depravity which is now so 
terribly apparent, and concerning 
which the minds of thinkers and legis- 
lators are perpetually exercised. One 
o'fjthe worst things about a great city 
is the security, almost absolute, against 
detection' which is afforded by its size 
and the number of its inhabitants. 
On the occasion of any ceremonial or 
holiday in the city, some notion may 
be obtained of the vast population 
which lies hidden upon ordinary occa- 
sions. Thousands of girls, and youths 
from 10 to 15 years of age, throng the 
streets. In very few instances is any 
protector with them, and their sport 
of 'attracting the attention of masculine 
humanity is carried on without inter- 
ruption. The "rough" element, male 
and female, is a power for evil, and 
the work of teaching them to improve 
is left for the present to the Salvation 
Army. 

WAR'S REWARDS. 

' Following the example of Frederick 
the Great who after tho first remark- 
able military success of his army, 
awarded immediately to the force en- 
gaged, sums of money which ranged 
from .£2000 given to the commander, 
Prince Leopold, down to half a guinea 
at, the lowest, the Government decided 
to allot, to the ollicors and men of the 
Egyptian expedition a definite aliow- 
ahco of cash instead of giving prize- 
money, that source of discontent, hope 
deferred, and heart burnings. The 
money is to be drawn at once, it ap- 
pears, ho that the reward follows at a 
reasonable interval which earned it.

OVERDRAFT. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon presented returns re- 
specting the overdraft at tho bank. 

FORT WRANGEL. 

Mr. Grant moved tho following pre- 
amble and resolution: 

Whereas, Stickeon river takes its rise in 
British Columbia, and Mows some thirty 
miles, bofore reaching the aea, through 
Alaska Territory: a 

And whoreas, by treaty with the Rus 
sian government, rights of navigation on 
Stickeen river were guaranteed, for pur- 
poses of commerce, to the subjects of her 
Britannic Majesty: 

And whereas, those rights were ratified 
by what is known as the " Treaty of 
Washington," Article XXVI: 

And whoreas, Fort Wrangel, Alaska, 
has been tho port of entry for vessels, and 
for transhipment of goods and merchand- 
ise to river stoamors destined for trans- 
port on Stickeen river, more particularly 
to that part of British Columbia known 
as Caasiar: 

And whoreas, it has been stated on good 
authority, that tho government of tho 
United States have thought proper to 
cause Fort Wrangel to no longer be a port 
of entry: ifin 

And whereas, it is furthor stated that 
Sitka will bo tho only port of entry in 
Alaika Territory: ! 

And whoreas, it is unsafe for othor 
than a sea-going vessel to be sent to Sitka 
for entry: 

And whereas, steamers suitable for na- 
vigating Stickeen river aro not safe as sea- 
going vessels: 

And whereas, if Fort Wrangel is no 
longer to bo a port of entry, it will virtu- 
ally nut a atop to subjects of her Britan- 
nic Majesty engaging- in commerce on 
Stickoeti river: 

Bo it theroforo resolved, that a respect- 
ful address be presented to his honor the 
lieutenant governor, praying that ho will 
move the Dominion government to hiako 
such representations at Washington as 
will lead to the maintenance of FortWran- 
gel as a port of entry, or to somo such in- 
ternational'arrangenicuts as will meet the 
exigencies of British interests and -trade 
on Stickeen river. 

Tho honorable mover spoke strongly, in 
favor of tho maintenance of Wrangel as a 
port of entry, and said its abolition as 
such would virtually put an end to all 
commerce on Stickeen riven it was im- 
portant action should be taken at once, or 
goods could not bo sent up the river by 
any othor means of conveyance than ca- 
noes. Cassiarhad paid $400,000 in du- 
ties to the Dominion government. A 
great doal was being done by private pros- 
pectors; there wero several mining camps 
in tho country, and these men should be 
supplied with goods as cheaply as pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Duck seconded and the resolution 
was carried. 

COUNTY COURTS BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davio moved that the report 
of the committee of the whole on tho 
county courts bill be adopted, as concur* 
rent action was necessary at Ottawa., . 

The bill was then read a third time and 
passed. 

KOOTENAY BILL. 

House wont into committee on this bill 
Mr. Helgesen in tho chair. 

The bill was taken up at clause 17. 

Mr. Pooley said if the land on tho line 
of the tributaries and Kootonay lake were 
not conveyed to the company, : it 
would Beriously militate against tho sue-: 
ceas of the schemo. . . 

Mr. Orr said the lands along Kootonay 
lake were the richest in the province. He 
would give overy possiblo encouragement 
to foreign capitalists; but there had been 
no clause added to the bill which showed 
those gentlemen intended to introduce 
one dollar of capital. (Hear.) But these 
gentlemen ask a territory for nothing. He 
had been surprised to hear tho junior 
member for Esquimalt introduce the bill 
with all tho eloquence at his command. 
He hnd been astonished to find the sec- 
onder (the honorable member for Koote- 
n&y) supporting tho bill in the voluminous 
style so peculiar to his countrymen, for 
reasons that were no doubt sufficient to 
himself (laughter.) But he had been 
moro than surprised at the support given 
by tho honorable senior member for Na- 
naimo to this kalaideacopic moasuro which 
gave away a whrlo territory to A ins worth 
& Blaadell to-day and Blasdell & Ains- 
worth to-morrow. Ho had also been sur- 
prised at the course of the senior moni- 
tors for Victoria and Westminster, 
who advocated a measure to give S1000 
worth of property away forevery SI tho pro- 
vince received. But he was overwhelmed 
wiih surprise at the conduct of Mr. Speak- 
er in descending from hia high position to 
advocate such a. bill as this. He felt sa- 
tisfied that the bill was opposed to tho 
intorcstB of the country. The senior 
member for Nanaimo had said " Oh 1 
give the company this bill and other com- 
panies will come in and take up the rost 
of the land." The bill should lay over 
for twelve months at least, and tho house 
would not do its duty if it did not secure 
the intorestB of the country. Tho pro- 
moters had said if tho Kootonay lako land 
was struck out tho bill would be seriously 
impaired. They wanted to secure a mon- 
opoly of the rich mineral lands. Tho pro- 
moters might bo worth millions, but there 
was no evidence of it. He moved that 
the committee rise. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Semlin said ho would add to tho 
surprise of the honorable member by pic- 
turing the advantages of the bill. Koot- 
onay had been steadily declining for many 
years, and the house had now a bill be- 
fore it which proposed to make that dis- 
trict prosperous and rich. The railway 
would develop tho mineral resources of 
that district, and there would be a wagon 
road opened from Shuswap lake to the 
Columbia. (Mr. Allen- Bosh !) When 
the Canadian Pacific railway was com- 
pleted, whore was tho trade of the upper 
country to come from except by the 
opening of such markets as this bill pro- 
posed. Unless we take advantage of this 
opportunity the trade of tho vast Koole- 
uay district would go to the Northern Pa- 
cific railway company. He had heard the 
question asked whether there was any 
member of this house interested in this 
bill. A much more pertinont question 
would have been " are any of them inter- 
ested in tho Northern Pacific railway 
company?" (Hear.) He had bolioved 
the emissaries of that company had been 
in the town. Had they been in this 
house ? If any member present could 
suggest a better plan for opening Kootc 
nay ho would support it. He believed 
tho bill was worthy of every considera- 
"tion and the hpu.e should Jeal a, libe- 



rally as necessary with this company. 
(Hear, hear.) . .. 

Mr. T. Dav io said he thought every 
honorable gentleman siiould be prep.ired 
to assist the development of Kootonay; 
but there wore defects in the bill which 
Buouid'bo'j remedied by the committee. 
If thoy were not remedied ho would cer- 
tainly vote to kill tho measure. The pro- 
moters, when they first introduced the 
bill, muat have taken tho members for a 
lot of groenhorns. 

. Mr. Dunsmuir — Doal with tho bill a3 it 

IB. 

Mr. Davie — Well, in the present bill 
the government must do ovorything; but 
the company may do wh.it they liko. Ho 
did not liko tho way tho bill was being 
carried through the house. It would have 
booh better of there had been no lobby- 
ing,, changing of seats .and whispering. 
(Hear.) All tho lobbying should bo done 
outside tho house. Ho hoped tho bill 
would go on and in tho end a fair bill 
might bo passed. 

The question was then put and declared 
lost. ' . 

Discussion on tho motion to strike lands 
along Kootenay Lake and its tributaries 
from the bill was continuod. 

The .amendment was declared lost, 9 to 
11. 

Mr. Drako Baid ho would move to am- 
end by inserting tho words "except as 
hereinafter provided." 

Hon. Mr. Smitho moved to strike out 
the 'clause providing for tho rosorvation 
of initios and minorals. It was too much 
to ask to have the minorals locked up. 
The company would only got half the 
lands in any event . 

Mr. Pooley asked tho withdrawal of tho 
amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho — Fabulously rich 
mines had been already discovered on 
Kootenay' Lako, and if tho bill is passed 
as it stood, all the lands and minerals 
along Kootonay Lake and tributaries 
would be renowod. Tho oyes of tho peo- 
ple of tho continent woro being turned to- 
wards Kootenay Lako, there were numer- 
ous applications for land and mines from 
all parts, and this aeotion as it stood would 
lock up those lands for two or three years. 
People who. came to mine would be shut 
out, and in the meantime the company 
might select their lands and monopoli/.e 
the whole country. 

Mr. tfrant Baid if tho lands wero loft 
open parties of individual minors might 
go through the country and select nil the 
valuable lands, 

Mr. Pooloy said that people who drew 
such glowing pictures of Kootenay wealth 
drew on their imagination. 

Mr. Galbraith said no gold had been 
discovered on Kootenay Lnko or its tribu- 
taries. 

Mr. Heaven thought the amendment 
moved by the leader of tho government 
should not be adopted. Ho made a strong 
'appeal in favor of tho bill in its entirety. 
What the company asked was bo small an 
affair thai he was surprised at the opposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Orr said that unless a railroad 
wero built by Eagle Pass these mineB 
would be of no use to tho province, and 
there was no stipulation for a wagon road 
through Kagle Pass in this bill. 

Mr. Cowan said there was no guarantee 
what kind of railway would be built. He 
favored the amoudmont. 

Mr. Somlin said it was understood that 
this bill would not become law until it 
had been stipulated that a wagon road 
should be built through Eaglo Pass. 

Mr. Orr said nothing tangiblo had been 
laid before him .or any other member 
concerning a wagon road by Eagle Pass. 

Mr. Semlin said tho government could 
inform the hon. gentleman of a proposi- 
tion thuy had bofore them. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho criticised the remarks 
of the leader of tho opposition, and asked 
him who had discovered the mines at 
Kootenay— was it tho capitalists') It was 
because tho district of Kootenay had 
been made accensible by tho construction 
of thu Northern Pacific railway that tho 
eyes of the world woro turned towards 
tho district. Every rule had been vio- 
lated in tho introduction of this bill. 
The company seemed to be under no obli- 
gation to build a railway at all or do any- 
thing else they did not want to do. The 
reference to steam vessels in the bill was 
a violation of tho English rules which had 
been disregarded throughout. All this 
had mado hon. members very distrustful. 
He had moved tho amendment in tho 
interest of the country. There wu« actu- 
ally no limit to the proposed reservation, 
and while it lastod individual minors 
would bo shut out . Now, if tho period of 
the reservation so far as it rolated to 
Kootenay Lake was limited to twelve 
months it might answer. He had no 
wish to do anything that was not fair to 
tho company, and if a clause was inserted 
to have the surveys complotod within a 
short time he would withdraw his amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Allen said that Oapt, Blasdell told 
the private bills committoo that tho line 
of railway had not been surveyed, and if 
found impracticable it would not be 
built at all. Capt. B. also said that if 
the Canada Pacific railway did not come 
that way thoy did not want the bill at all. 
Now they would take the bill in any 
shape. In conclusion Mr. Allon said 
that if any member of tho government 
supported this moasuro that member 
would not have his confidence, 

Mr. T. Davie thought tho leader of tho 
government had boon very oxplicit; that 
he did not deserve tho hon. member's 
consure, and that his amendment was 
right. Ho believed the bill could be 
made a workable measure, but ho de- 
spaired at aeoing it done in committee of 
the whole. The bill should be roforred 
to a select committoo. Ho did not wiah 
to destroy ihu bill, but ho wanted to seo 
it put in good shape. Ho moved that tho 
committeo riso and report progress. 

Mr. Allen said that ho did not refer to 
tho leader of tho government; he referred 
to the finance minister. 

Mr. Armstrong thought clauses 10 and 
12 should bo sent back to the committee 
on private bills. 

Mr. Smitho thought tho motion worthy 
of tho consideration of tho .house. Tho 
houBe had been engaged tho whole after- 
noon on this bill and had tnado no pro- 
gress. He then went on to explain the 
mode of dealing with private bills by tho 
committeo and showed that contrary to 
the practice in tho English house of com- 
mons, the private bills committeo 
considered the object of tho bill and only 
proceeded to consider tho clauses thoreof 
after the second reading. 

Mr. Beav.eh read from Todd's Private 
Bills Practice to show that the premier waf. 
wrong in tho rulo he laid down. 

Mr. Smitho read from May's Parliamen- 
tary Practice lo show that he was right 
and that a private bill, after second read- 
ing, was referred to a committee of selec- 
tion; and, furthor, that it ought not to bo 
referred to any committoo for mx days 
after the second reading. No ono who 
had spoken against the bill should be on 
the committee. 

Mr. Dunsmuir deprecated the waste of 
time. 

Mr. Allen said if no one who had apo- 
ken for or again»t was * r o be allowed on the 



committee who was to be on the commit- 
tee 1 

Mr. Dunsmuir said, we will force our- 
selves on the committee as the honorable 
member who has just sat down did 
on tho private bills committee. (Cries of 
order.) 

. Mr. Allon explained, and the chairman 
requested honorable members to stick to 
the question. He ruled Mr. Davie's mo- 
tion out of order and tho committee con- 
tinued to discuss the section. 

Mr. Davio objected to no initial point 
being fixed in tho amondmetit as it was in 
the bill when it left tho private bills com- 
mitteo. Several members pointed out that 
it was proposod to start from the boun- 
dary of the lako. 

Mr. Smitho showed a plan which he had 
had drawn up tc givo tho houso an idoa of 
how tho land was to bo takon up, and 
allowed that the proposed grant would not 
bring the claims within thirty miles of tho 
C. P. Railway. 

Mr. Smitho subsequently withdrew 
his amendment with tho understanding 
that ho would bring in a now clause to re- 
quire the immediate completion of survey 
of tho land on tho lako. 

Mr. Duck moved an amendment which 
practically made the clause agreo with the 
plan exhibited by compelling tho company 
to tako alternate blocks six miles in length 
und depth. 

Mr. Martin movod the insortion of a 
clause providing for leasos and sales mado 
before the onactraent of this act, that all 
monies accruing from such bo held in 
trust for the company by tho ggvernmont, 
und upon completion of tho terniH of this 
act be handed over to the company to- 
gether with interest at 4 per cent, per 
annum, in default of completion, to be- 
come the property of the province.

Tuial of run Silsby Relief Nozzle. — 
Yesterday morning about 11 o'clock \ 
trial was mado of tho Silsby relief nozzle, 
recently procured by the Dro department 
from the Silaby engine company. Tho 
trial was made with tho Tiger Engine at 
tho tank at tho corner of Broad and J ohn- 
aon streets under tho superintendence of 
department engineer Hendry and the chief 
and assistant engineer!. The object of 
tho relief nozzlo which is attached to the 
hose, is to givo tho man in charge of tho 
branch full control over the stream either 
by throwing it off at any moment inde- 
pendent of tho engine, or altering its form 
so as to divide it into Bpray at short rango. 
Tho force of tho stream is also regulated 
by the same valve which is worked by a 
small lever on tho nozzlu. Should tho 
stream be cut off or diminished while tho 
engine is working full apeod, an arrange- 
ment of valvoa attached to the engine, al- 
lows tho superfluous water to be returned 
to the tank by a Boparato huse. Foreman 
Morloy who experimented with the ap- 
paratus found it somewhat wot to work, 
but otherwise it seemed to answer the 
purposo intended, viz. , economising the 
water supply and giving tho branchman 
control over tho stream, and thus prevent- 
ing unnecessary damage to goods and pro- 
perty. 

Deserting Sailors. — Tho steamship 
Victoria brought up 18 sailors from San 
Francisco to whom an advance of !?75 had 
been paid. The men were for tho barques 
Tiber and Antwerp now lying here. When 
the steamship arrived off tho harbor on 
Tuesday night (lie steamer Anna Bock was 
sent to convey the sailors from the vessel 
to the ships which were waiting for them, 
but only six embraced tho opportunity, 
the rest either hiding away or refusing 
to go. When the vessel cmno in yester - 
day morning, therefore, the police wero 
ready |on the wharf which was cleared 
whilo the passengers landed. Police woro 
stationed at the gangway as tho passen- 
gers passed ashore, but among so large a 
crowd it was not easy to find tho Bailors. 
One, however, outflanked the police by 
coining ashore on the stern rope and after 
a short run was captured on tho wharf. 
Ouo or two othors also mado short runs, 
but woro captured. With tho exception 
of throo who nro supposed to bo hiding 
on board the steamer, the whole of tho 
men wore placed in safe keeping prior to 
being sent on board their vessels. The 
affair croatud considerable amusement for 
Bonie time.

UOBUERY. 

Honry Olson alias Englobritspn chasged 
with the robbery of ono Richards at 
Esquimalt on boing arraigned pleaded that 
he had been drinking previous to com- 
mitting tho offence, putting in a written 
document to that effect. 

Mr. Justice Walkem said he was an old 
offender who had been brought up on 
aevoral charges before. The jury had re-, 
commended him to mercy though it was 
difficult to say on what ground, except 
that they did not know him. Tho law 
could inflict 7 years penitentiary for his 
crime, but to keep him from preying on 
socioty, ho would bo sent to the peniten- 
tiary for two years. 

Ki Chow and Ah On were next arraigned 
charged with entering and stealing from 
the house. of Pou Keo the sum of §400. 

Ah On said ho had nothing to do with 
the matter, and askod Ki Chow when ho 
came in whore he got so much money 
from. 

Ki Chew stated through an interpreter 
that he was equally innocent and sur- 
prised at the conduct of tho police, and 
as for tho §400 found with him ho earned 
it by working. 

Mr. Justice Walkem said he hoped thoy 
would prove a warning to others of their 
countrymen, and in view of tho difficulty 
of dealing with those cases and the neces- 
sity of stopping thorn, a severo sentonco 
would be intlictod . The law allowed a life 
sentonco to be indicted for such offoncos, 
but ho w.ould sentence them to 7 years 
each in the penitentiary. 

The grand jury woro then discharged 
and the court adjourned.

Dear Sir: I believe Mrs. Booth ' in- 
formed you of tho moss we have got into 
hero as regards our municipal council. 
Wo havo been advised by Messrs. Drako 
& Jackson that new letters patent will 
have to bo issued now before we can get 
a legal council again. I suppose tho old 
ones will have to be sont to the govern- 
ment before tho now aro issued; but I am 
not very cleur as to who has authority to 
aond tho old ones back. Tho facts of the 
oaao are as follows: At tho nomination no 
one waa nominated for reove, nor wer* 
any councillors nominated for the vouth 
ward . Thoro wore aix nominated for the 
north ward, a poll demanded and held, so 
that ono half of tho council has boan elect- 
ed. Now who is tho proper party to sur- < 
render the lottors patent in order that 
others may bo issued. Is it a matter of - 
any moment who does so ? If you will 
please give a Iittlo attention to tho mat- 
ter and let nio know what to do in order 
to get tho machine running again as soon 
as possible, you will obligo me, as it is a 
matter I havo never given any attention 
to and there is no authority here to con- 
sult. There is a groat deal of friction in 
the running of the council on this island 
of which, I prosumo, you are aware. 
There seems to bo an improssion among 
some of the poople that you aro going to, 
wind tho thing up and do away with it al- 
together. Should you have any such in- 
tention, and can seo your way clear to do 
so, 1 do not think any ono will object, 
providing the government take charge of 
mid keep in order our wharves and roads. 
Our two wharves aro in a dangerous con- 
dition at presont, and if not attended to 
boforo long will probably fall. Of course 
if you think it best for tho government to , 
stop in and tako ohargo, that will simplify • , 
matters a good doal. Thero will be no 
need to issuo new letters patent. Please 
givo tho matter your sorious considera- 
tion as soon as possiblo, because if we 
havo to start tho thing running again, 
thoro is no time to lose. So hoping to 
hear from you soon, ,. ;
